The  donors  are  Douglas, 
Elwood,  Lynne  and  Junius  Driggs 
of  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  and  Golden 
Driggs  of  Provo,  Utah. 

They  are  the  founders  and  chief 
executive  officers  of  the  Western 
Savings  and  Loan  Association  of 


Phoenix.  Their  father,  the  late 
Don  C.  Driggs,  and  the  five  sons 
started  the  company  in  1929. 

Upon  accepting  the  gift, 
President  Wilkinson  said,  “On 
behalf  of  BYU  I express  to  the 
Driggs  brothers  our  deep  gratitude 
for  this  magnanimous  gift.  They 
certainly  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  their  success  in  business 
through  their  own  energies,  wise 
management  and  useful  service.

‘We’ll  Kill  ’Em’  . . . 

Rivalries  Next  On  Cougar  List

Momentum  propelled  the  Cougars  past  the  San 
Jose  State  Spartans,  21-3,  and  now  the  stage  is  set 
for  the  long-awaited  showdowns:  the  Utah  State 
Aggie  Highlanders  and  Western  Athletic  Conference 
leader,  Utah. 

The  Cougars  were  generally  dissatisfied  with  their 
performance  against  the  Spartans,  citing  a letdown 
after  the  big  Homecoming  win,  and  the  two  early 
scores,  giving  BYU  a 14-0  lead  after  less  than  seven 
minutes  elasped. 

However,  the  players  and  coaches  are  unanimous 
in  their  intent  to  cap  a 7-3  season,  with 
back-to-back  wins  over  USU  and  Utah.  “We’ll  kill 
’em”,  is  the  immediate  response  to  the  questions 
posed  about  the  upcoming  rivalries. 

BYU  realizes  that  the  remaining  two  contests  will 
be  a lot  tougher  and  require  a more  united  effort, 
but  the  ever-present  optimism  and  team  attitude  is 


not  about  to  be  denied  for  the  games  which 
traditionally  mean  more  to  Cougar  players  and  fans 
than  any  others  on  the  schedule. 

The  Aggie-Highlanders  (2-6)  are  still  looking  for  a 
win  at  home  this  year,  and  are  trying  to  salvage 
what  started  out  as  a bad  year  and  has  turned  into  a 
terrible  one. 

Utah  (4-0)  has  won  seven  straight  after  dropping 
the  opener  to  Oregon.  The  Redskins  think  that  a 
WAC  championship  and  trip  to  the  Sun  Bowl  are  all 
settled,  but  the  Cougars  have  other  ideas. 

The  BYU-Utah  battle  should  be  one  of  the  most 
exciting  contests  in  collegiate  football  this  year. 

Although  the  Cougars  were  far  from  pleased,  press 
box  scouts  were  buzzing  about  the  BYU  defense, 
ihe  running  of  Kip  Jackson  and  Chris  Farasopoulos 
and  the  passing  of  Marc  Lyons.

HUE,  Vietnam  (AP)-The  remains  of  another  300  Vietnamese 
believed  executed  during  the  Viet  Cong’s  Tet  offensive  nearly  two  years 
ago  have  been  discovered  near  Hue,  military  sources  said  today. 

The  sources  said  militiamen  found  the  remains  hidden  in  seven  caves 
six  miles  east  of  the  old  imperial  capital,  scene  of  the  hardest  fighting 
during  the  February  1968  offensive. 

The  discovery  brought  to  nearly  2,600  the  number  of  men,  women 
and  children  found  in  mass  graves  around  Hue  since  last  spring. 
Hundreds  of  people  who  disappeared  during  the  Tet  attack  are  still 
missing. 


TOKYO  (AP)— The  U.S.  Army  is  closing  a hospital  for  Vietnam  war 
casualties  that  triggered  demonstrations  and  violence  when  it  opened  in 
a Tokyo  suburb  20  months  ago. 

An  Army  spokesman  said  the  $3  million  Camp  Oji  hospital  will  be 
deactivated  by  Dec.  31  because  of  the  Defense  Department’s  program 
to  cut  back  military  spending  overseas. 


CANBERRA,  Australia  (A)-Prime  Minister  John  Gorton  overcame 
two  challengers  today  to  win  re-election  as  leader  of  the  Liberal  party 
and  assurance  that  he  will  remain  head  of  the  government. 

Voting  by  secret  ballot,  the  65  Liberal  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  chose  Gorton  over  Treasurer  William 
McMahon  and  Minister  for  National  Development  David  E.  Fairbairn. 
The  vote  was  not  announced,  but  reliable  sources  said  Gorton  got  34 
votes  to  a total  of  31  for  his  opponents. 


LUCERNE,  Switzerland  (AP)— Czechoslovak  authorities  seized  writer 
Pavel  Kohout’s  passport  Wednesday  as  he  was  preparing  to  board  a 
plane  for  Finland,  his  Swiss  publisher  reported  today. 

Kohout  wrote  “Diary  of  a Counter-Revolutionary.”  He  was  going  to 
Helsinki  to  attend  a book  fair  as  the  guest  of  the  Finnish  ministry  of 
Culture.

CHULA  VISTA,  Calif.  (AP)— Police  Sgt.  Bob  Zeitelhack,  after  1 1 
years  teaching  school  kids  how  to  avoid  getting  hit  by  cars,  was  hit  by 
one  himself. 

The  sergeant,  who  suffered  foot  and  back  injuries,  is  in  a hospital  and 
will  be  laid  up  for  another  three  or  four  months.  He  has  received  2,000 
get  well  letters  and  cards  from  the  children. 

Zeitelhack,  46,  is  in  charge  of  250  safety  patrol  boys  in  the  city’s  24 
elementary  schools. 


TERRA  LINDA,  Calif.  (AP)— Taking  advantage  of  a new  federal  law, 
a young  man  has  notified  the  post  office  he  considers  obscene  a letter 
ordering  him  to  appear  for  a preinduction  physical. 

With  tongue-in-cheek;  Robert  Blanch,  20,  filed  a notice  with  Postal 
Supt.  Frank  Ely  on  Thursday,  demanding  his  name  be  removed  from 
his  draft  board’s  mailing  list. 

Ely  said  the  form  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Post  Office  Department  in 
Washington  “on  a routine  basis.” 


SHOW  LOW,  Ariz.  (AP)— The  Arizona  Highway  Department 
eliminated  an  unwanted  visitor  from  its  field  office  Thursday  in  an 
unorthodox  method. 

Ralph  Lewis,  field  office  clerk,  opened  a can  of  sardines,  tied  a string 
to  it  and  placed  it  in  the  middle  of  the  room.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)— Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  has  challenged 
Utah  churches  to  help  “awaken  young  people  to  the  extreme  dangers  of 
experimentation  with  drugs.” 

He  urged  use  of  the  pulpit  and  auxiliary  organizations,  saying  the 
staff  of  his  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  Drugs  would  be  available 
to  help  map  out  programs. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)— The  University  of  Utah’s  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  says  he’s  all  in  favor  of  having  students  rate  their 
professors. 

Dr.  Charles  H.  Monson  Jr.  told  the  Bonneville  Kiwanis  Club  recently 
that  students  have  a “real  stake  in  tenure  determination”  and  should  be 
consulted. 

Monson  also  said  that  many  faculty  members  don’t  spend  enough 
time  teaching. 

But  he  noted  that  writing  and  research  has  helped  significantly  in 
supporting  the  university,  with  about  $29  million  a year  in  grants 
pouring  in  for  such  purposes.
